The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can be used in a process to prevent shoplifting 
by applying the detectable marker to apparel and sensing the marker with the sensing 
device at the exit of a store. 

3. Inventions I and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case, Invention I discloses a system in which a device within a patient may 
be tracked, and Invention III claims a system for stimulating the gastrointestinal tract as

opposed to locating a detectable marker within the patient. Hence, Inventions I and III 
are geared towards achieving different effects. 

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions are drawn towards a method for monitoring 
gastrointestinal tract via a system and a system to stimulate the gastrointestinal tract of 
a patient. The function of Invention II is to provide a method for sensing the location of 
a detectable marker within a patient, whereas Invention III claims a system in which the 
detectable marker is utilized to physically stimulate the gastrointestinal tract of the 
patient, therefore performing a different function. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
